Further­ 
more it gives him a better idea 
of what you are like when you 
are well and a basis for com­ 
parison if you should come to 
him later with some disease.

THE MAJOR obstacles are 
(1) finding a doctor who is in­ 
terested enough in disease pre­ 
vention to take the necessary 
time 
to make

The 
doctor should also be able to 
explain the findings 
in terms 
his patient can understand. 
Regardless of the pros and 
cons, the fact rem ains that at 
least half of those who are di­ 
agnosed each year as having 
cancer and other diseases cur­ 
able in the early stages could 
be saved by an early diagnosis. 


HOW EFFECTIVE are perio­ 
dic checkups? It must be ad­ 
mitted that they are not 100 per 
cent 
effective. 
Minor indica­ 
tions of disease may be missed 
and a coronary heart attack 
may strike suddenly within a 
short time after one is given a 
clean bill of health. All 
this 
proves is that we do not yet 
have enough knowledge of the 
premonitory signs of a 
heart 
attack. Meanwhile let's not let 
the failures blind us to the value 
of the successes.

to his bald pate. But he had 
a» ked a direct question. He got a direct answer 
from Giulio Pastore, then chief of the Confeder­ 
ation of Italian Labor Sy ndicates (CISL) and 
now Minister without portfolio in the Italian 
cabinet. (I vouch for this story .) 


1 was there when Beck asked Pastore how 
much it would take for an effective counterac­ 
tion against the Communist 
apparatus. 
We 
were in Pastore s office. With us were Beck's 
son and two representatives of the AFL. That 
was in 1953 Characteristically , Beck raised a 
few dollars and contributed an automobile But 
some one had to pay the bill to save Italy from 
first being crippled by Communist-led general 
strikes — and then from seizure by param ili­ 
tary action squads in factories, transport and 
on the docks. 


SOME OF the money came from American 
labor. The bulk cam e from the Central Intelli­ 
gence Agency. It was dollar for ruble 
Why 
not? 


The cast never diminished. 
As late as 1962, Walter Reuther urged the 
U.S. government to make $2 million available 
for a fight in Italy . His strategy called for unit­ 
ing all the Italian metal workers (steel, auto, 
shipbuilding, construction, etc.) in one big un­ 
ion This was to include the anti-Communists 
the Socialists and the Communists in a mas? 
federation The $2 million was approved. The 
AFL-CIO President George Meany fougrt it. He 
would not have an> dealings with the Commu­ 
nist unions — no united front. He called the 
late President Kennedy . The project was killed. 
But other operations were not. They ’re under 
way right now in Latin America. Africa and 
Asia. Why not? Britain’s MI-6, Fran ce’s Deu- 
zieme Bureau and other national intelligence 
services manipulate similar fronts 
The U.S. 
would be out in the cold if it forced the CIA to 
kill its “ labor un it.” 
But to know why the national AFL-CIO lead­ 
ers such as George Meany are agitated by the 


reports of CIA funding, the public should know 
that the labor leaders were there long before 
the CIA was a gleam in Harry Trum an's eye. 
When the Nazis began gas-chambering labor 


leaders, the garm ent workers’ David Dubinsky 
went to Franklin Roosevelt and got 300 visas 
for their entry into the U.S. The peppery nee­ 
dle trades’ chief knew that some day , after the 
war was over, labor men would be needed to 
rebuilt a free and anti-Communist movement. 
THE MONEY then came from his lad.es gar­ 
ment workers and the AFL Later he and Jay 
Lovestone. a most unmy sterious cloakless chap 
— who worked with the Catholic underground 
as well as with those in the CIA who sought 
information — and the late AFL 
first vice- 
president Matthew 
Woll launched 
the 
Free 
Trade Union Committee. They spent millions. 
But it was all labor money . 
They worked closely with the labor desk of 
the Gffice of Strategic Services OSS). Its chief 
was a Chicago labor lawy er, by name of Ar­ 
thur Goldberg. By 
1944 they were 
swinging. 
The CIA did not get into action until 1948 Then 
it had to pull together all the rem nants of the 
old wartime OSS. By that time the AFL not 
only had Jay Lovestone and Irving Brown 
(a 
sort of Scarlet Pimpernel who knew every 
Communist cell and every great restauran t in 
Europe), but also Henry Rutz. a chap who did 
a skilled job in educating British and U.S. 
Army occupation officers. Rutz taught them the 
difference between Communists, pro-Communist 
Socialists, anti-Communist Socialists and Social 
Democrats. 
THIS 
not-very -Ian 
Flemingish 
trio 
helped 
save West Berlin. Germany . France. Italy and 
Finland, too. Then the CIA came along. It has 
new covers today . 
Not only were the anti-Communist unions suc­ 
cored. free en terprise industry survived too. 
The Communists concentrated on the big plants 
owned by m ajor American corporations In the 
late 40s they sent their action squads into the 
plants. They used chains. They used spikes to 
cut tires of trucks bringing in workers. They 
theorized that by driving off American invest­ 
ments, Europe’s economy would collapse. 
It did not. But scores of millions had to be 
spent to rescue the basic force in any nation's 
infrastructure — the labor force which, in the 
wrong hands, can decide on the day a country 
shall stand still. 
Of course, millions are still being sfen t an­ 
nually to save other continents. But this petty 
cash is far short of the $250 million which the 
Soviet Union snends a y ear on its front cov­ 
ers

In scrutiny of * testimonial dinners” and their 


relation to politics, it may be assumed there is 
curiosity to learn just who paid $250 for a tick 
et of ’admission to hear 
President Johnson 
speak at a Washington dinner last Tuesdaj 
night. 
Who would pay $250 a plate, then buy in ad 
dition five or six extra tickets as 
a donation” 
Who would purchase such tickets” 
Do they represent companies which have eon 
tracts with the government involving 
large 
sum s” Are they what are sometimes called 
“ lobby iats” ? 
Do they expect any favors from government 
and do members of Congress who receive furxU 
in behalf of their campaigns feel under obliga 
tion to give special treatm en t subsequently t » 
the contributors? 
These questions would normally not be a» ked 
but in view of recent disclosures about “ testi­ 
monial dinners" it is perhaps natural to inquire 
into such affars and learn more about ju 
what customs are be/ig 
s a n c t i o n e d i’ 
present-day politics 
Republican?, for instance, charged $500 
ticket for a recent dinner, and they did not 
have such a celebrity a? the President of the 
United States to deliver the principal address 
It is estimated there were 3.000 persons at 
the Democratic dinner at $250 a head, thi- 
amounts to $750,000. 
About one-fifth of this goes for expenses, and 
the party is expected to net $600.000 This is a 
lot of money for a single night of political exer 
cise 
The dinner was handled by two Democrat;* 
campaign committees — ere for the Houre, or 
for the Senate - and the money will be divid 
ed evenly . It is stated that none of the mone> 
goes to the presidential campaign fund. 
The President, however, is naturally interest 
ed in seeing a majority elected to Congress 
from his own party . Likewise, in working for 
congressional candidates, organizers in the pre­ 
cincts can concentrate on getting citizens to 
vote what is known as a "straight ticket." 
Many politicians have questioned the advisa 
bility of boosting the cost of tickets to $250 this 
y ear from $100 last y ear, but it was explained 
that every thing is going up in these inflationary 
day s. 
The hotel ballroom where the dim er was 
held had no empty seats. There were requests 
for more tickets than were available One man 
is believed to have bought at least 18 ticket- 
and at several tables extra purchases were 
made. 
All this would not have attracted any atten ­ 
tion in previous y ears, because it has been 
well-known that political contributions are made 
to the party in power and to the opposition par­ 
ty by many persons with axes to grind. 
’ Principal objection in recent criticisms o; 
‘‘testiiQanial dinners’’ is related to the use of 
the money afterward. 
Contributors rarely are informed 
to what 
happens to the money and as a rule are not 
interested. But they are anxious that those run 
ning for office know who the contributors were 
Undoubtedly , all members of Congress or op­ 
position candidates will be provided in due time 
with a list of those who contributed to Demo­ 
cratic and Republican campaign dinners — not 
only persons in their own districts but those 
from other areas. 
This is not proof in itself that members of 
Congress are influenced by the contribution.» 
they receive from persons interested in pending 
legislation. But it has been taken for granted 
that individuals identified with the party in pre­ 
vious y ears and who consistently contribute tA 
campaign funds are entitled to special consider­ 
ation when they come to members of CoDgress 
Big question that emerges from a discussion 
of campaign contributions is whether a sy stem 
in which citizens pay mcney directly to help 
elect members of Congress and the President 
of the United States is as good as one in which 
no obligation, actual or implied, is involved. 
If the government itself provided the funds, 
equal opportunity would be afforded to individu­ 
al candidates, irrespective of their financial re­ 
sources.
